Good Stories of 115 Years 

Earliest among the good stories in this Gold Star List is “The Pilot” by 
James Fenimore Cooper, published in 1823. Newest is “The Late George 
Apley” by John Phillips Marquand, published in 1937. In between are 562 other 
American stories. 

Someone asked not long ago how the titles are selected. Perhaps other 
members of the widely scattered brotherhood of Gold Star readers might like 
to know. The Gold Star List does not pretend to be a yardstick of American 
literature. It merely aims to present and classify about 500 American stories 
suitable for public library use. Stories which seem to have value for this pur- 
pose are recommended for the Gold Star List by readers on the staff of the 
Syracuse Public Library. ^ They are recommended because of interesting local 
background, historical setting, extraordinary character portrayal, or a good share 
of that magic stuff that caused the schoolboy to write below the word Finis, 
“This is a bully book.” About 45 are added this year. 

This means that about an equal number must be subtracted, since we prefer 
to keep within sight of the 500 mark. Some books are taken off because theyVe 
out of print, some because people don’t want to read them. They seem to have 
had their day and passed their prime. 

But 34 books which were published before 1880 still have their day, and 
51 others which were published before 1910 remain on the list. 

■ What have we put in that ought to have been left out? What have we 
left out that should have been put in? Any criticism will be welcome. The 
only serious criticism we ever got was from Kentucky because Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin had been located in that state. 

^ A classification of “love stories” has been added. What is a love story? 
It is, as we see it, a story chiefly concerned with the sentimental attachment 
of a man and a woman and, with the difficulties they have to overcome, and it 
turns out happily. 

Someone says that we should indicate what titles are out of print. A hard 
task, in fact almost impossible, since books go out of print and come back again 
suddenly and without warning.
